_ - THE CONVENTION AND THE PEOPLE. 


The following has been received from 


a correspondert in middle Georgia : 
Kditors Constitution; In your comments upon 
and arguments in favor of a constitutions) con- 
vention, you seem to lay great stress upon the 
supposed fact that the work of that body wil! 
be submitted to the people for their ratification. 
Hay: you any assurance that this will be the 
case’ Georgia bas bad constitutions b-fore 
now that were not submitted to the people. 
For my part, I am in favor of allowing tae con- 
venation, which will presum«ubly represent the 
people. reorgapize and remodei our organic law 
without going through the formality of submit- 
t «git te the people for ratification, 


We do not at all agree with the wri- 
ter of the foregoing. Even if the peo- 
ple should select representative men as 
delegates to the convention, instead of 
ambitious politicians—a contingency 
wedo not anticipak, we should still 
insist that the whole matter be submit- 
ted to the judgment of the voters. The 
revision of an organic law is an ex- 
ceadingly solemn matter. The re- 
sponsibility is both delicate and 
weighty, and if the people cannot 
be relied upon to decide asto their 
needs in the matter—if the master can- 
not be permitted to examine and 
criticize the work of the servant - it is 
about. time te declare that legislators 
have neither the right nor the power to 
revoke bad laws or to amend the code 
—a'beit it is well-known that if they 
were denied the latter privilege, two- 
thirds of them would sit dumb in their 
seats dari:.z an entire session. 
The act of the — legislature 
submitting the question of a convention 
to the people proyides, in section 5, 
that the constitution adopted by the 
aforesaid conyention shall be submitted 
to the people of Georgia fo: ratification 
or rejection, and that every person en- 
titled to vote for memburs of the ger er 
al assembly under the present consu- 
gution and lawsof this state shall be 
entitled to vote to ratify or reject said 
submitied constitution. 

It is hardly to be presumed that a 
convention, however powerful it may 
be, will refuse to submit its labora to 
the people, when the people are put 
upon notice in the act itself that ‘they 
select their delegates certain that they 
will have an opportunity to pass upon 
the acts of those delegates.

Sr. Cuatz, Pa., May 10.—The terrible’ 
vexplosion of gas noted youareey in the 
Wadesyille mines, near St. Clair, re- 
suited in killing and wounding nipe 
men and imprisoning five others. The 
Wadesville shaft, 800 feet deep, is be- 
tween Pottavill» and St. Clair, and 
operated by the Philadelphia and Read 
ing coal company. The first warning 
of the accident was a sudden alarm 
sent up to the bosses fur aid. Descend- 
ing ummediately, they recovered the 
bodies of Juha Durkin and Wm. Kirk, 
killed outright, and hoisted them to 
the surface. Seven more men we'é, 
then reuched, all seriously burned, and 
it is mene there cannot ibly 
recover. Five mes imprisoned are be- 
hind two hundred tons of coal dis- 
placed by the explosion. A large force 
of miners are removing this mass of 
coal. Somethink the imprison+d can 
be resched, while others think it will 
be imposible to liberate them, as the 
gangway in which they are confined 
runs under the surtace for over a mile, 
and getting at them isa slow and la- 
borious task. Tie seene at the mouth 
of the shaft ip heartréading, A large 
number of mén, Women and children 
are gathered there, anxiously awaiting 
the rescue of friends and relations. 
The names of four of the five men 1m- 
prisoned are Benjamin Mosely, Her- 
bert Moore, Thomas Connors and Jas. 
Milwood. Before the men can be res- 
cued, it is feared it'will be tvo late tu 
save their lives. They have been in 
since 10 o’clock, and at 1 p. m., their 
chances of eaca, 6 is gloomy. 

Thomas Conners, among the last of 
the men brought out, had his head 
and both legs blown off. Herbert 
‘Moore, another of the victims, pre- 
sented a frightful appearance. His 
face and body were dreadfully burned 
and disfigured. John Durkin was 
thrown with great force ag inst the 
props and walis, and killed. Edward 
Weaklin, who escaped, describes the 
gae, after igniting, as flying through the 
mine with lightning rapidity, destroy~ 
ing everything in its path. Weaklin, 
hearing the first report, quickly laid 
down, and the gas passed over him. Li 
soon became necessary to fan fresh air 
into the mine. So foul had the gas 
hecome that those sent to rescue the 
men could only work at short intervals. 
James Leady was badly burned. It is 
doubtful if he can recuver. Two min- 
ers have just come up and report that 
4 large quantity of coal has fallen on 
Benjamin Moseley, and it will be im- 

ible to get at him for some time. 

o hopes are entertained for his re- 
covery alive. 

The latest information indicates 
that seven men tave been killed and 
six seriously injured by the explo- 
sion.

‘The fortieth annual-eonyention of 
the stockholders of the Georgia rail- 
road ani banking company took place 
on Tuesday in Augusta. President 
King, in his report states that while 
the operations of the road for the past 
year are by no means flattering, albeit 
they furnish no cause of complaint on 
the part of those interested, for the rea 
son that the result compares favorably 
with the exhibits made by the best 
managed railroads in the south. , He 
states also that the hopes of increased 
net profit, as a result of the large re- 
duction of expenses about the close cf 
the preceding fiscal year, have not 
been fully realized. The heavy losses 
by fire and flood,at Oconee aud Macon, 
not only for renewal of bridges, but by 
heavy division of business, fell mainly 
on this year’s business. The heavy 
loss also by the opening of the North- 
eastern road from Athers, has been,as 
was.ex pected, severely felt. “Strangely 
enough,” says President.King, “this 
rival road was advocated and sustain- 
ed by your largest stockholders, without 
whose assistance it could not have 
been built. As the company did not 
contribute to this hostile enterprise, 
the stockholders have no right to 
complain of a measure which they had 
no power to prevent.” Mr. King ajso 
takes occason to remark that the pres- 
ent prospects for southern railroads 
are gloomy enough. 

The \teport of Colonel’ 8. K. | Two 
Johnson shows that the 
gross earnings of the road for the fiscal 
‘year, closing March 3ist, to have been 
$1,143,128.24, and the expenses $643,- 
110.30, leaving a net profit of $500,017.- 
94, The report goes on to state that 
the past year has been one of grea; 
hardship upon the railroad interest of 
the whule country. Very few southern 
roads have been able to pay dividends 
and many. roads of respectable stand- 
‘ing have been unable to meet the in- 
terest on their bonded debt, and have 
gone into the hands of receivers. The 
Georgia road, though its dividends have 
not been entirely uniform, yet has 
been generally abé to meet the wishes 
vis the stockholders and relieve their 

wants.
